TO DEPOSITORS 


Dorchester Patrons Are 


First Beneficiaries 


U. S. Bank Aid. 


Depositors of the failed Bank of 


Dorchester are finally getting their 
50 per cent cash dividend, 
made 


possible through a loan made. by 
the federal Reconstruction Finance 
corporation on the security of the 
bank's remaining assets. The money, 
$31,108 in amount, is being paid to 
them by the state bank receiver- 
ship division. 


This breaks the ice for a num- 
ber of such loans that State Bank 
Supt. Luikart is now negotiating for 
with the EFC. 
Applications have 


been sent to Washington for ad- 
vances to be made to a score or 
more of banks in receivership, based 
on what assets they have to turn 
over. In general, the 
government 


will loan up to 75 or 80 per cent 
of the appraised worth of the notes 
and other property pledged as se- 
curity, 
Luikart hopes to arrange for loans 
aggregating 1% to 2 millions dollars 
and make corresponding payoffs to 
depositors of 50 or 75 banks. 
In the case of the 
Dorchester 


bank, depositors had previously re- 
ceived 25 per cent of their accounts 
from the state receivership admin- 
istration, amounting to $15.554. They 
lave been reimbursed altogether to 
the extent of $46,662, or 75 per cent. 


At Elgin, a regular payment of 10 
per cent is being made from pro- 
ceeds of the Farmers' & Merchants' 
bank assets to its depositors. The 
sum distributel is $11,409. Heretofore 
55 per cent has been paid, so that 
;he patrons have realized in total 
65 per cent, or $77.613. 
Ten per cent, $4,941, Is also being 


returned to creditors of the Citi- 
zens' State bank at Comstock. It 
duplicates a 
previous 
dividend, 


making the total to date 
$9,881, 
equal to 20 per cent of the accounts.

Criticism of the report of the na- 
ional committee on costs of med- 
cal care was voiced before the In- 
ter professional Institute Saturday 
noon by Dr. G. H. Misko, Lincoln 
physician, speaking on "The Gov- 
ernment in Medicine."

Dr. Misko pointed out that 59 per 
cent of the load of work in veter- 
ans hospitals in 1932 was of non- 
service-connected 
injuries.

Census In Lincoln 


Government Seeks To Learn How 


American People Live So Help 


May Be Extended. 


Twenty-six people are at work 
on the new federal census project 
in Lincoln, in which an intensive 
study of the home financial struc- 
ture is to be made, according to 
Herman F. Beckmann, supervisor 
in charge of the survey 
He com- 
pleted classes of instruction for the 
workers Saturday. 
Mr. Beckmann pointed out that 
the survey is divided into two 
parts. Under the first part, 12 
enumerators will visit every house 
in every tenth block of the resi- 
dential section of the city. Under 
the second part, 14 persons will 
distribute letters to be filled out 
and mailed, to each house in every 
fourth block, of the residential sec- 
tion 


"The government "hopes, under 
this census, to get a complete pic- 
ture of how the American 
people 
live," Mr 
Beckmann 
declared. 
"That picture cannot be complete 
without the financial angle. The 
government has helped the banker, 
the manufacturer, and the fanner, 
and this survey is to help the 
home owner." 


He declared the project will take 
about three weeks for completion. 
He said all the enumerators are 
under oath to keep 
information 
confidential and urged that home 
owners who are visited assist the 
enumerators with the work.

urged persons receiving the letter 
forms to fill them out and 
mail 
them to Washington as soon as 
possible.

cattle fifty cents, and sheep $1. 


Commenting on the winter wheat 
situation. Jones reported that the 
crop is below normal—due largely 
to a shortage of moisture and to 
premature spring growth brought 
about 
by the 
unusually 
warm 


weather—but that unless extremely 
cold temperatures prevail later this 
season 
abandonment 
of 
wheat 
acreage will be but slightly more 
than usual. 


"Deficiency in sub-sofl moisture 
is one of the main threatening ele- 
ments to the wheat crop," Jones 
noted. 
"Light precipitation re- 


ceived this month has alleviated 
top-soil dryness but the sub-soil 
moisture is smaller than usual."

KIDNAPERS. 


L 


AW scored an impressive victory Friday, when a 
jury found Roger Touhy and two of his as- 


sociates guilty of the abduction of John (Jake the 
Barber) Factor and declared all three should serve 
prison sentences of ninety-nine years. The achieve- 
ment in Touhy's case is the more heartening because 
he has been able to snap his fingers contemptuously 
at such impotent agencies as courts and judges and 
law enforcement officers. One of the most notorious 
of desperadoes, twice before he evaded justice on the 
same charge on which he was convicted ultimately. 


Touhy has been an insolent law breaker. 
He had got away with it so successfully that the 


inconvenience of an appearance in court did not 
shake his confidence or dampen his spirits. It was 
not until one of his pals "squealed" that he began to 
wilt and the real cowardly character of the man 
made its appearance. How much or how little the 
Touhy gang figured in the scheme of kidnaping cases 
throughout the country was not divulged in the 
Factor case. He may be part of a national organ- 
ization preying upon people of wealth, or his gang 
may have operated independently. But the 
jury 


and the prosecutor did an excellent job and a group 
of gunmen which has been ruthless and brutal in 
its crimes must make restitution now. More than 
that, the country is rid of more gangsters.

HE Touhy verdict is one of two events of the 
week which should furnish encouragement in the 


war against kidnapers. The other came through the 
presence of mind and the courage of E. P. Adler, 
publisher of the Davenport Times and president of 
the Star Publishing company, in foiling the efforts 
of two men to abduct him and to hold him for ran- 
som while he was attending a meeting of the Inland 
Press association in Chicago. 


It was a particularly brutal and shocking attack 


which the kidnapers made upon Mr. Adler. One of 
the two pounced upon him and leveled a blow at him 
with a blackjack, which, had it struck him squarely, 
might have proved fatal. But by quick thinking and 
by fighting back stoutly, Mr. Adler was able to escape 
from his assailants and within a few minutes after 
the attack, aided in the capture by identifying the 
man as he was stealing along one of the corridors 
of the hotel. The attack upon Mr. Adler brought 
public attention to the callousness showed by kid- 
napers in their operations. It bared the methods of 
the racket more effectively than any case which has 
arisen in recent months. There is no consideration 
for the life of the unsuspecting victim. In this case, 
the would-be captors planned to slug their victim 
into insensibility, to bind and to gag him, and to 
carry him away in a trunk. It is a revolting picture 
of the crime of kidnaping and it brings all of the 
hideousness of the gangs which have been operating 
into bold relief. 


The quick capture of the assailant, his subse- 


quent confession and suicide, and the arrest of his 
partner in the attempted kidnaping all bear out the 
statement kidnaping is becoming a more hazardous 
crime, but it also is apparent that when a widely- 
known and a distinguished publisher is selected as 
a victim of an abduction plot, there must be renewed 
efforts to stamp out the crime.

FOR one thing, we spend too much time worrying 


about whether gangsters tied into the kidnaping 


racket are given full protection of their legal rights. 
We permit too much delay in prosecuting the charges 
against them. We offer them too much in the form 
of technical defense. Kidnaping is a particularly 
difficult crime to trace and a particularly difficult 
crime to establish. And yet. it is one of the most 
atrocious of all crimes. 
Recently, the penalties 


against it have been increased in severity, but they 
should be made uniform within the nation to em- 
brace the death penalty. 


And to halt this reign of abduction, provision 


should be made for speedy trial and for early exe- 
cution of the sentence, in the event of conviction. 
The kidnaper, like all criminals, is a sniveling coward, 
who is brave only if he thinks he can beat the game. 
There has been a magnificent campaign waged 
against crime, particularly against kidnaping gangs. 
but we should intensify it, if it takes the soldiers of 
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this country to clean up on the gangs. And perhaps 
it would help the situation some If, In the instance 
guilt is established, the kidnaper or the kidnapers 
sha'l be taken out and lined up against a wall and 
shot, the same as any other enemy of a country in 
wartime. If necessary troops should be sent to those 
communities where kidnapers have been the more 
active In their operations and the gangs routed. 


JOHNSON'S IMPEACHMENT. 
J 


UST sixty-six years ago, on February 24. 1868, 
was Initiated what is now generally considered 


one of the most shameful dramas ever enacted on 
the congressional stage in Washington. On that 
day Thaddeus Stevens of Pennsylvania, republican 
leader of the house of representatives, Introduced In 
that body a bill to impeach President Andrew John- 
son. The charges made against the president were 
numerous, but the principal one was that he had 
endeavored to remove Secretary of War Stan ton 
without the consent of the senate, which It was 
claimed was in violation of the tenure of office act. 


The bill was of course passed and 
President 


Johnson was tried before the senate sitting as a 
court of impeachment. The trial was a long one, 
characterized by the greatest bitterness, the feud 
between the executive and the radicals in congress 
being extremely heated. It had its inception in the 
efforts of Johnson to carry out the reconstruction 
policies of President Lincoln, while the radicals In- 
sisted upon imposing upon the people of the south- 
ern states the most grievous and unbearable hard- 
ships. 


The vote at the conclusion of the trial was 35 


for conviction and 19 for acquittal. This being one 
vote short of the two-thirds required for conviction 
the president was acquitted. Nebraska's first two 
senators, John M. Thayer and Thomas W. Tipton, 
voted for conviction. They were there by virtue of 
the fact that the vote of one small precinct, Rock 
Bluff, in Cass county, had been thrown out because 
the election officials went to lunch and took the 
ballot box with them, instead of keeping the polls 
open continuously during the day. 


Throwing out this precinct elected the republic- 


an candidates to the legislature and gave that party 
a majority In that body, which at that time elected 
the senators. Had the democrats been in the ma- 
jority, as they would have been if the Bock Bluff 
vote had stood, the first two senators would have 
been J. Sterling Morton and Andrew J. Poppleton, 
who would have voted for acquittal. 


Thaddeus Stevens died soon after the trial, but 


Johnson was again elected to the senate in 1875, 
dying of a stroke soon after that. The United States 
Supreme court decided during the term of President 
Taft that under the tenure of office act the executive 
could remove without the consent of the senate an 
officer requiring confirmation by that body before 
assuming office. 
Thus was Johnson vindicated as 


to the principal charge brought against him. Time 
and public opinion have vindicated him on prac- 
;ically all the others.

First, it was undoubtedly uttered 
and based on a consideration of America's struggling 
youth. Second, it was intended primarily to guide 
its followers for that paifcicular era.

An ultra-ag- 
gressive Japan may congratulate it- 
self on its easy conquest of Chinese 
territory, but it forgets there is a 
price to be paid, not maybe in war. 
yet in what the philosophers call an 
"equivalent." We reap what we sow. 
"The law of the harvest" still holds. 
It is often said that self-preserva- 
tion is the first law of nature and 
therefore each nation must consider 
itself first of all. But some of them 
confuse self-preservation with self- 
aggrandizement; others, like pre- 
war Germany, develop a notion that 
their particular 
kultur must be

Threatened Suicide. 
Frampton said Hagelin has spoken 


recently of taking his own life. "He 
kept talking about going to the river 
and jumping in,

didn't 
actually expect him to kill himself," 
the attorney stated. 
Constable Charles Anderson, who 
carried the warrant, said: "It isn't 
alone Dick's own affairs that have 
been troubling him. He has been 
representing a lot of people in des- 
perate circumstances, and it broke 
his heart that he couldn't do any- 
thing for them. These were mostly 
foreclosure actions in which the 
parties were in default beyond the 
remedy of legal assistance." 
An exponent of the old "fighting" 
school of attorneys, Hagelin was 
characterized by the vigor and ag- 
gressiveness with which he waged 
legal battle. Handicapped by an 
artificial 
leg and one deformed 
hand, "Dick" took especial pride in 
the strength of the grip in his other 
hand. He enjoyed finding an un- 
initiated perosn among his

Aid To Wheat Crop. 


The snow and temperature ac- 
comanying it were termed as very 
beneficial to the Nebraska wheat 
crop by E. V. Jones, assitant state 
and federal agricultural statis- 
tician Saturday morning. 


"Although the wheat crop re- 
quires moisture to the extent of 
what a 12-inch 
snowfall would 
bring," he said, "that which has 
already fallen will prove valuable 
as a covering to protect wheat 
from low temperatures, provided it 
does not drift too much, leaving 
parts of fields bare. Although the 
wheat has not been seriously dam- 
aged thus far, it is in a critical 
condition. This snow should help 
considerably." 


The Omaha Lincoln division of 
the Burlington reported four inches 
of snow at Hastings, tapering to 
two inches at the Missouri river. 
There was also a four inch fall in 
the Sargent and Ravenna 
area. 
Temperatures ranged from 8 to 16 
degrees. The Wymore division had 
a three inch snow at Holdrege, di- 
minishing to two inches at Falls 
City.
